Competition is so keen in the 
oil hunt now that if a prospector 
begins drilling one morning, by 
sundown a half-dozen or more 
oil company scouts are nosing 
around the area. 


The scouts are out to get as 
much information as_ possible 
about all tests. And they often 
run into difficulties since pros- 
pectors usually try to safeguard 
the information. 


SCOUTS WATCH RIGS 


When scouts fail in their efforts 
to get close to the oil rigs, they 
sometimes find a perch on a 
nearby hill and, through binocu- 
lars, count the sections of pipe 
disconnected when the pipe is 
withdrawn for a new bit. This 
way they can figure the depth of 
the drilling. All information gath- 
ered by the scouts is messaged 
bac! to their home offices. 


Peyton says oil could be dis-

President Eisenhower's veto of the 
$900.000.000 wate r-pollution bill re- 
grettable. But in the long run it may -be 
all for the best 

The President admitted the need for 
such a bill. There is just so much water in 
the nation. It is in short supply in many 


areas and a rapidly growing population 
requires more and more of it. 

Yet in all regions of the nation rivers 
are running with sewage and industrial 
pollution. Even the small creeks are bad- 
ly polluted. 

In vetoing the bill, the President said 

‘that water pollution is uniquely a local 
matter since industries and municipal and 
county sewage systems are the chief of- 
fenders and can be -controlled bv local 
laws. 

That should be true. But they wil! not 
control it. In all states the burning desire 
for more and more industrial jobs and 
the short-range view of industries eager 
to avoid all possible costs combine to sac- 
rifice the rivers. Some, industries are 
brutally frank about it, saying they will 
take their payrolls elsewhere. if

PANAMA—I'm sorry

through the Panama Canal. We 
went in to see the president of

So we de- 
cided to get a firsthand look, 
which is better than all the read- 
ing you can do.

Dear Dr. Molner: After read- 
ing your column on why ap- 
parently healthy people die of 
heart attacks I wondered about 
one thing. I understand there 
is a medicine to counteract 
clotting of the blood. If so, why 
can’t this be taken regularly 
by apparently healthy people, 
say at the age of 45, even if 
there is no sign of heart 
trouble? Wouldn’t this be a 
preventive in many cases? — 
Mrs. H.

The state’s main weapon designed to battle against 


integration of Georgia State 


College of Business Admin- 


istration is two-edged and thus far appears to have hurt 
the institution as much as it has helped. 


That’s the controversial law 
that limits beginning undergrad- 
uates to 21 vears of age and un- 
der and graduates to 25 and 
under. 


The apparent thinking behind 
the law is that in the whole state 
of Georgia there is not a Negro 
within the prescribed age areas 
who can meet the school’s qualli- 
fications 


(The Negro applicants who 
broke down the state's college 
race separation laws all were 


older than the new law permits. 
They obtained a federal court in- 
junction forbidding Georgia State 
from excluding Negroes solely be- 
cause of their race.) 


CUT ENROLLMENT 


But the law has cut deeply into 
the enrollment at Georgia State. 
The Board of Regents believes 
the law is one of the main rea- 
sons the school has lost 1,000 
students in the last year. 


In fact, no other college in the 
state could be expected to suf- 
fer as much on age limit as 
Georgia State. In 1957, the aver- 
age age of students was 29. Now 
it is 25 for those in the night 
division, and 20 for day students. 


Vandiver administration spokes- 
men, in urging the Legislature to 
pass the age limit bill, promised 
that no white student would be 
kept out because of it. 


There is a provision that ‘‘those 
persons who may be found to 
possess such ability and fitness, 
that their further education 
at public expense is_ justified, 
may be admitted notwithstand- 
ing such age limits.” 


FEW ADMITTED 


Very few have been admitted | 
so far to Georgia State under it. | 


At least one faculty member | 
at Georgia State believes the bill | 
was designed to help change the 
character of the Atlanta institu- 
tion—to make it into a college for |

young high school graduates, | 
rather than for young adults. 
Gov. Vandiver has said, in| 


| 
speaking in support of the age| 
limit, “The state can determine | 
at what age it wants to stop edu- 


cating persons. I don’t know | 
that the state is obligated to 
pay for education of persons 40 


or 50 years old.”’ | 


The first liberal arts degree | 
ever awarded at Georgia State | 
went to a 62-year-old grandmoth- 
er in 1958. Here’s what she had 
lo say: 


“The night classes of Georgia | 
State College are a good sample | 
of a cross-section of Georgia . 
all have one thing in common: | 
they want to go to college bad 
enough to go at night. |

“As those who have attended | 
college usually do, ‘I found) 1 | 
am more mentally alert and have | 
acquired more poise and self-con- 
fidence because of the exper)- 
ence.” 

SOUGHT KNOWLEDGE 

Asked what use she planned for 
her degree, she replied, “I don't 
plan to do anything with it for 
financial gain. I like the way 
Cicero phrased it centuries ago 
‘The pursuit of knowledge for its 
own sake.’ ” 


Students at Georgia State report 
that the student body has a large 
number of students for whom the 
urge to attend college came late 


‘Some had to work five or six 


years before they saw the need 
for college, or a way clear for 
them to go,” one student said. 


“But as it is now, they wouldn't 
be able to get in.” 


There currently is no effort by 
any Negro to gain admittance to 
Georgia State. But it is expected 
any time. For, one faculty 
member noted, there Is no state- 
supported Negro college in At- 
lanta, where a third of the popu- 
lation is Negro. 

He believes establishment 
of a state-supported Negro college 
here would take some of the inte- 
gration pressure off Georgia State. 
He recommends closing the state’s 
Negro college at Ft. Valley by 
combining it with school at

“Room at the Top,”’ a British import, is one of five films of 
1959 nominated Monday as best picture of the year. Its plot 
concerns a young man who rises from a low social class by 
marrying his boss’ daughter after she becomes pregnant. 


The film’s earthy dialogue was given as the main reason it 
cannot be shown in Atlanta. Mrs. Gilliam’s decision to ban the 
picture was seconded by the Library Board. 


Laurence Harvey and Simone Signoret were nominated as 
best actor and actress for their performances in “‘Room at the 
Top.’ The film has also been named in the categories of best 
directing, best supporting actress and best screen play.

West German Here Stresses Unity | 


“It is vital for the free world 
to remain united,” a former 
member of the West German 
parliament told Atlanta Kiwan- 
ians Tuesday. 


Speaking at a luncheon meeting, 
Prince Hubertuszu Loewenstein, 
author and lecturer, praised 
NATO’S record and said that if 
Western powers remain strong 
and united for the next 20 years, 
a third world war will be pre- 
vented. 


But he predicted that Soviet 
leaders will use the issue of 
German reunification in an at- 
tempt to divide the Western pow- 
ers at the forthcoming summit 
conference in Paris. 


“The Soviet Union wants to in- 
corporate the whole of Berlin 
and Western Germany into its 


orbit of power,” said the prince. 
He warned that “if we surrender 


our principles in Berlin, it will 
shatter the morale of NATO,” 
and lead to the end of Free Eu- 


rope and ‘‘the complete isolation 
of the U.S.”
